Johnny Kling, 
Famous Ball 
Player, Dies

Kansas City, Feb. 1 —(/P)— John 
G. (Johnny) Kling, colorful catch- 
er of the Chicago Cubs from 1900 -co 
1911 
— who at the height of his 
career warned young players that 
professional baseball could "lead 
to wickedness and deceit" —died 
here last night. He was 71 years 
old. 


Kling suffered a heart attack six 
weeks ago on a train while return- 
ing to Kansas City from Miami, 
Fla. The former Cub star, whose 
fondness for> pool playing brought 
mm a world's title, had made a 
fortune in real estate and died a 
wealthy man. 


:Playirig in the 
days when'a 


rookie had a tough time making 
the grade because of unwillingness 
of veterans to step aside even for 
a day, Kling took time out in 1908 
to 
discourage 
ambitious young 
players from entering professional 
baseball unless they were certain 
of success. 


"Unless you have unquestioned 
talent stay away from the profes- 
sional diamond," 
Kling warned. 
It will lead to wickedness and de- 
ceit." 


"But if you have the talent — 


fne unquestioned talent which will 
lead you to the major leagues — 
then go in and win. There's money 
to be 
made 
and 
fame 
to 
be 
gained," he said. 


Generally considered one of the 


-•nost wealthy of baseball's past 
performers, Kling bought control- 
ling interest in the Kansas City 
Blues in 1933. He served as presi- 
dent of the club until July 25, 1937, 
vvhen he sold out to the New York 
Yankee chain system. <

Chiropractic

Chancellor 
Frank Dodge sustained the demur- 
rer and dismissed the petition ,and 
Robinson appealed. 


Robinson based his petition on 
provisions of the 1929 basic science 
act requiring applicants for license

Johnny Kling, 
Famous Ball 
Player, Dies

Kansas City, Feb. 1 —(/P)— John 
G. (Johnny) Kling, colorful catch- 
er of the Chicago Cubs from 1900 -co 
1911 
— who at the height of his 
career warned young players that 
professional baseball could "lead 
to wickedness and deceit" —died 
here last night. He was 71 years 
old. 


Kling suffered a heart attack six 
weeks ago on a train while return- 
ing to Kansas City from Miami, 
Fla. The former Cub star, whose 
fondness for> pool playing brought 
mm a world's title, had made a 
fortune in real estate and died a 
wealthy man. 


:Playirig in the 
days when'a 


rookie had a tough time making 
the grade because of unwillingness 
of veterans to step aside even for 
a day, Kling took time out in 1908 
to 
discourage 
ambitious young 
players from entering professional 
baseball unless they were certain 
of success. 


"Unless you have unquestioned 
talent stay away from the profes- 
sional diamond," 
Kling warned. 
It will lead to wickedness and de- 
ceit." 


"But if you have the talent — 


fne unquestioned talent which will 
lead you to the major leagues — 
then go in and win. There's money 
to be 
made 
and

gained," he said. 


Generally considered one of the 


-•nost wealthy of baseball's past 
performers, Kling bought control- 
ling interest in the Kansas City 
Blues in 1933. He served as presi- 
dent of the club until July 25, 1937,

Johnny Kling, 
Famous Ball 
Player, Dies

Kansas City, Feb. 1 —(/P)— John 
G. (Johnny) Kling, colorful catch- 
er of the Chicago Cubs from 1900 -co 
1911 
— who at the height of his 
career warned young players that 
professional baseball could "lead 
to wickedness and deceit" —died 
here last night. He was 71 years 
old. 


Kling suffered a heart attack six 
weeks ago on a train while return- 
ing to Kansas City from Miami, 
Fla. The former Cub star, whose 
fondness for> pool playing brought 
mm a world's title, had made a 
fortune in real estate and died a 
wealthy man. 


:Playirig in the 
days when'a 


rookie had a tough time making 
the grade because of unwillingness 
of veterans to step aside even for 
a day, Kling took time out in 1908 
to 
discourage 
ambitious young 
players from entering professional 
baseball unless they were certain 
of success. 


"Unless you have unquestioned 
talent stay away from the profes- 
sional diamond," 
Kling warned. 
It will lead to wickedness and de- 
ceit." 


"But if you have the talent — 


fne unquestioned talent which will 
lead you to the major leagues — 
then go in and win. There's money 
to be 
made 
and 
fame

gained," he said. 


Generally considered one of the 


-•nost wealthy of baseball's past 
performers, Kling bought control- 
ling interest in the Kansas City 
Blues in 1933. He served as presi- 
dent of the club until July 25, 1937,

Chiropractic

today by the Arkansas 
Supreme

Former Sixth District Prosecutor 
Sam Robinson petitioned the lower 
court in the name of the state to 
enjoin' reciprocal issuances- of

censes by the chiropractic board. 

Chancellor 
Frank Dodge sustained the demur- 
rer and dismissed the petition ,and 
Robinson appealed. 


Robinson based his petition on 
provisions of the 1929 basic science 
act requiring applicants for license 
to practice and healing art to ob- 
tain a certificate or a waiver of 
certificate from the Basic Science 
Examiner 
charged the

reciprocal 
Robinson 
issuance 
was illegal unless applicants held 
basic science certificates. 


"It is well settled that equiry

You 
go in through the northwest gate 
to the White House and a guard 
scrutinizes your identity card sus- 
piciously. You remember uneasily 
that when you were six years old 
you stole a nickel to buy an ice 
cream cone.

Plan for U.S.

Lake Success, N. Y., Feb, 4 — 


UP)— The United States told the 
United Nations Security Council to- 
day that this country would never 
consent to any international plan 
for the reduction of arms 
until 
"concrete 
and enforceable safe- 
guards" had been set up to make 
sure there will be no violations. 
This declaration came from War- 
ren R. Austin, U. S. delegate, as 
he laid before the council a resolu- 
tion providing that the United Na- 
tions give top priority to atomic 
control in . the pending discussions 
of world-wide arms reduction, 
'. Austin made it clear that 
the 
United States not only would in- 
sjst on priority for atomic control 
but that it would also demand an 
airtight system of international se- 
curity, including a world 
police 
force and inspection agencies, be- 
fore it would agree to slash its 
armaments. 


He also declared that the con- 
clusion of peace treaties with Gre- 
many and Japan "have a direct 
bearing on the prospects for the 
reduction and regulation of arma- 
ments and armed forcess" and in- 
dicated that the progress made by 
the council in its arms discussions 
would depend partly on the out- 
come of th epeace treaties. 


Taking the floor as the council 
began its general debate on five 
separate plans of approach to the 
arms reduction question, 
Austin
